As the two bodies of ministers 
and laymen met. the spaces between 
the marchers were widened and the 
two united, first an Oklahoman, then 
an Indian Territory delegate, all down 
the line, thus typifying their perfect 
union as the great Oklahoma Baptist 
assembly, with 1,600 delegates. 
As no church in the city is large 
enough to accommodate the entire joint 
assembly and the crowds of spectators, 
the Becker theatre was pressed into- 
service, and the remainder of the ser­ 
vices were held there. 
The last sessions of the two assem­ 
blies before they amalgamated were 
stirring in the extreme.

Muskogee, Nov. IO -Beginning Mon­ 
day, Nov. 12, the land sales division of 
the Indian agency will list for sale the 
first of the inherited Indian lands or 
what is known as “ dead claims.” 
All 
of the dead Indian claims in Indian 
Territory will be sold from time to 
time, in which fullblood 
heirs wish 
to sell 
The first list to be sold includes nine 
Creek allotments and one Choctaw’. 
There has been a great deal of difficlty 
getting the sales started, owing to the 
fact that in many cases the departm ent 
has not been able to establish clearly 
the proper heirs. 
Great care is being taken along this 
line. 
The names of the heirs are taken 
from the records of the Commissioner 
to the Five Civilized Tribes, and affi­ 
davits are furnished to the petitioners. 
This is then checked over thoroughly and 
if any doubt exists as to who are the 
missing heirs or petitioners, the land 
is not posted. 
These lands will be sold in tracts of 
160 acres in the Creek 
and Seminole 
nations, 90 acres in the Cherokee na­ 
tion and 320 acres in the Chickasaw 
and Choctaw nations. 
It i.s believed the land offered in 
tracts of this size will be eagerly sought 
after and bidding will be lively. Those 
who buy in this manner will have a 
perfectly clear title. 
This condition wras brought about by 
the law’passed by the last congress. 
The land is advertised for sixty days 
and then sold under sealed bids, pro­ 
vided the bids exceed
